New CSSA fee awaits approval from CSU Board of Trustees 


if approved, all CSU 
students will be asked 
to pay $2 per semester.

Another fee may be on the ho- 
rizon for Cal State University stu- 
dents. : 

Come fall, students may be asked 
to pay a $2 voluntary statewide Stu- 
dent Involvement and Representa- 
tion Fee per semester, if the CSU 
Board of Trustees votes to approve 
it in May. 

At $2 per semester, the fee would 
generate an additional $1.7 million 


annually for the CSU system. 

Information about the $2 fee was 
presented to the Board in March by 
John Haberstroh, Associated Students 
Inc. president, and Sarah Couch, Cali- 
fornia State Student Association presi- 
dent. The fee, which will go toward the 
CSSA, is optional. 

According to the Board’s meeting 
agenda, all CSU students, whether 
undergraduate, graduate or credential, 


will be asked to pay the fee “with a 
fully disclosed option to not pay if 
the student does not support the fee 
charge.” 

Couch said the fee is vital to the sta- 
bility and potential expansion of CSSA, 
an organization that represents all stu- 
dents in the CSU system at the local, 
state and national levels. 

“We advocate on behalf of more 
than 446,000 students and yet have 


one of the smallest budgets for a 
statewide student organization in the 
entire nation,” Couch said. “It is im- 
perative that we have a stable funding 
stream that can allow the organiza- 
tion to better implement our current 
programs and ensure that we will be 
able to support students for years to 
come.”

forums held 


Candidate Beth 
Hellwig visits 
campus Monday to 
talk to faculty, staff.

One of the finalists for Cal State 
Long Beach’s vice president of stu- 
dent services position, Beth Hell- 
wig, said at an open forum on cam- 
pus Monday that she wants to reach 
out to students. 

“Tf I were offered this position [I] 
would ... reach out to all the [student 
affairs departments] to have a dia- 
logue,” Hellwig said. 

The open forum, which no stu- 
dents attended, marks the first of 
four individual forums to be held 
with the other finalists on campus 
through Tuesday, April 29. 

Hellwig, who has more than 30 
years of experience and is cur- 
rently the vice chancellor of stu- 
dent affairs at the University of 
Wisconsin-Eau Claire, said she is 
mostly concerned with connect- 
ing first-generation college stu- 
dents and commuter students to 
the campus. 

She mentioned some programs 
she would like to implement on 
campus, including summer pro- 
grams for the science, technology, 
engineering and mathematics fields 
and bundle classes, which would 
link two classes together and allow 
students to create more connections 
with one another. 

At the forum, an audience mem- 
ber asked her how CSULB’s student 
affairs mission statement could be 
improved. 

When Hellwig asked the audi- 
ence, which consisted of student

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CSULB alumna elected to Third District City Council 


Suzie Price held a number of leadership 
positions, including ASI president.

Recently-elected Third District City 
Councilmember Suzie Price was only 7 
years old when she and her mother fled 
from Iran during the country’s 1979 
revolution. 

Price and her mother had to leave 
not only their country, but their family 


behind as well. 

“T remember when we left the coun- 
try,” Price said. “A lot of people were 
leaving with no intention of coming 
back.” 

Although Price was young, she still 
remembers driving through the streets 
and seeing trash cans filled with burn- 
ing books and idols of the Shah, also 
known as Mohammad Reza Sah Pahla- 
vi, who served as Iran’s pro-western 
leader from 1941 to 1979. But that life 
is a far cry from the one she lives today. 

Price, who earned her bachelor’s de- 


gree at Cal State Long Beach 20 years 
ago, reflected on her life and connec- 
tions to the City of Long Beach before 
being elected to the district that encom- 
passes Los Alamitos and CSULB. 

She began her education at CSULB 
in 1990 and earned a bachelor’s degree 
in political science in 1994. 

“Tt was one of those decisions that 
I’m not sure why I made it, but I’m so 
glad I did because it shaped my entire 
life,” Price said. 

During her time at CSULB, Price 
lived in Building N of Parkside Col- 
lege, an experience that she said helped 
to mold her into a leader.

Ashes’ 


shows cyclist’s journey | 
after Rwandan genocide 


Professional cyclist 
“Jock” Boyer travels 
for seven years while 
helping the cycling 
team in Rwanda.

Students from the Cal State Long 
Beach communication studies depart- 
ment and the Rising from Ashes Foun- 
dation are screening a film today that 
documents how cycling has helped to 
improve Rwanda after a genocide in 
which more than one million people 
were killed. 

“Rising From Ashes,” a film 
directed by T.C. Johnstone, was 
released in 2012 and shows profes- 
sional cyclist Jonathan “Jauques” or 
“Jock” Boyer’s seven-year journey 
helping and training the cycling 
team in Rwanda to compete in the 
2012 Olympics. 

“Boyer was in prison, and he went 
to Africa to better himself,’ said En- 
novy Bowman, a sophomore public 
relations major and one of the five 
students who organized the event. “Bi- 
cycles are the main way of transpor- 
tation in Rwanda ... Boyer created a

“Up until that point, having left be- 
hind my father and sister, | had many 
years of just pure depression,’ Price 
said. “So when I went to [CSULB] ... 
I just really found my wings, indepen- 
dence and confidence.” 

That confidence translated into her 
involvement in everything from Greek 
life to student government. 

During her short time at CSULB, 
Price held a number of leadership roles

was the first American to ride in the 
Tour De France. 

The film shows “evidence that a 
bicycle can become the vehicle of 
hope for an entire nation,” according 
to The Rising from Ashes Foundation 
website.

Each 
raffle ticket will cost $2. 

Bowman said that money raised 
through the raffle will go toward 
the foundation to help expand cy- 
cling in Rwanda and other African 
countries. 

Bowman said “Rising From Ash- 
es” is a film everyone should see so 
they can witness the perseverance of 
Rwanda since the genocide, which 
also left behind more than two mil- 
lion refugees. 

“Tt is an inspiring tale, and it gives 
people a new perspective on Rwan- 
da,’ Bowman said. “It has really 
grown and changed since those times 
and the evidence of that change is 
members of the cycling teams’ fami- 
lies were once at war and now they are 
working together.” 

The screening will be open to ev- 
eryone at 7:30 p.m. in the University 
Theatre, Room 108.

Since her time at CSULB, Price has 
served as Orange County Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney and has been elected to 
the Long Beach City Council’s Third 
District seat. 

“CSULB is part of the Third District, 
and therefore the students who live on 
campus are obviously part of my direct 
constituency,” Price said. “It will be im- 
portant for me to listen to and represent 
their issues the best that I can.” 

When it comes to politics, her pri- 
orities are to ensure that Long Beach re- 
mains fiscally strong while focusing on 


one in their intended profession. 

Hellwig, who grew up in Albuquer- 
que, N.M., was the first in her family to 
attend college.

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US launches drone strikes against 
al-Qaida targets in response to video 


WASHINGTON — Prompted in part 
by a recent video that showed al-Qaida 
leaders in Yemen openly taunting the 
United States, the CIA launched lethal 
drone strikes over the last three days that 
marked a sharp.acceleration of the Obama 
administration’s shadow war against the 
terrorist group. 

Yemeni officials, who said their coun- 
terterrorism forces carried out ground 
raids in conjunction with the drone 
strikes, said about'55 militants, including 
some foreigners and at least three civil- 
ians were killed. 

US. officials said Monday that they 
have no evidence that the attacks on al- 
leged training camps and a convoy” of 
trucks eliminated fugitive bomb maker 
Ibrahim Hassan Asiri, the top American 
target in Yemen; or Nasser Wuhayshi, the 
head of al-Qaida’s Yemeni branch and its 
second-ranking leader. 

US. officials linked the three airstrikes 
to a video that appeared on a militant 
website March 29. It showed Wuhayshi 
exhorting dozens of apparent followers of 
al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula at an 
open-air gathering in southern Yemen’s 
Abyan province, the area targeted by two 
of the drone strikes. 

In a speech to the group, Wuhaysi 
made clear that he was targeting the Unit- 
ed States, saying, “We must eliminate the 
cross..... The bearer of the cross is Ameri- 
ca!” “That video was alarming to people,” 
a former senior U.S. diplomat said Mon- 
day. “The visuals were a bit more than 
people wanted to see promoted in terms 
of their ability to gather the faithful and 
put it all up on YouTube and thumb their 
nose” at the Yemeni government. 

The White House and the CIA de- 
clined to comment Monday, referring 
questions to Yemeni officials, whose ac- 
counts were silent on the American role. 

The CIA and the Pentagon’s Joint Spe-

cial Operations Command have launched 
drone attacks in Yemen. 

But the command was ordered to halt 
its drone strikes after Yemen’s government 
complained that one attack hit a wedding 
party in December and killed a dozen ci- 
vilians. The Yemen Embassy in Washing- 
ton said the country’s U.S.-trained coun- 
terterrorism unit had executed a successful 
raid Sunday night that targeted al-Qaida 
operatives on a road in Shabwa, a restive 
province once held by the militants. 

“The operation delivers a strong mes- 
sage to the criminal and terror operatives 
that the armed forces and security person- 
nel are ready to foil and thwart terrorist 
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acts in any time and place,” President 
Abdu Rabu Mansour Hadi said, accord- 
ing to the embassy statement. 

US. analysts said the flurry of attacks 
was a reflection of the resilience of Ye- 
men’s al-Qaida affiliate and the weakness 
of Hadi’s government. 

The Obama administration has “very 
few options,” the former diplomat said. 
“The Hadi government is fundamentally 
weak and has not been able to expand its 
authority in any meaningful way in these 
(tribal) areas.”

CSSA 
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Couch said CSSA has a current 
annual budget of about $650,000. 
The organization is funded by 
two main sources: money allo- 
cated from the CSU Chancellor’s 
Office and a fraction of ASI fees 
collected from each campus’ stu- 
dent government, according to the 
agenda. 

The amount collected from each 
campus varies because it is deter- 
mined by the size of the student 
body. Each campus pays 65 cents 
per student. 

For the 2012-13 academic year, 
Cal State Long Beach’s ASI paid the 
CSSA $22,492 in dues. 

Couch said that although CSSA 
effectively operates its programs al- 
ready in place, it does not have the 
resources to create new ones. The 
proposed fee would expand CSSA’s 
budget to allow more students to 
participate in advocacy and gover- 
nance programs. 

“For each of those programs 
— sustainability initiatives, ad- 
vocating to legislators, serving on 
a CSU System-wide Committee, 
etc. — we have a finite amount 


of funds that allows a finite amount 
of student participation,’ Couch said. 
“A $2 fee, administered twice a year, 
is a modest increase for the organiza- 
tion.” 

The fee’s revenue would also garner 
funds for CSSA professional ‘and sup- 
port staff and allow CSSA to further de- 
velop student policy recommendations, 
according to the agenda. 

Couch said the fee’s amount was 
decided upon when CSSA prepared 
various budget scenarios that would 
increase student involvement within 
the organization. 

CSU Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp 
said there has been a good ongoing 
discussion about the proposed fee and 
its benefits between the Board and the 
CSSA. 

“I do know that the CSSA did put 
together a very impactful presentation 
and did a very good job presenting their 
reasons as to why [the fee] would make 
sense,” Uhlenkamp said. 

He said that the Chancellor’s Office 
does not have a stance on the proposed 
fee yet and instead is waiting to see 
whether the Board approves the fee or 
not, he said. 

“It’s something that will be brought 
back to the Board of Trustees in May,” 
Uhlenkamp said.

MEDIA SHOULD REFRAIN FROM 
SPECULATION SURROUNDING TRAGEDY 


onday marked the sixth day of the 
rescue operation in recovering victims 
of the sunken South Korean ferry, 
“Sewol.” 

Since the ship sank, the captain has been taken into 
custody and has been called a “murderer” by a number 
of major news organizations, including The Guardian, 
CNN and The Los Angeles Times. 

All the attention directed toward placing blame for 
the accident has left us wondering what news consum- 
ers are actually interested in. 

Much like the coverage of the disappearance of Ma- 
laysian flight MH370 before it, media coverage has been 
based on speculation with some outlets placing blame or 
forming conspiracy theories without factual evidence to 
back such claims. 

When flight MH370 disappeared on March 8, the 239 
people on board were lost without a trace. 

In the case of the South Korean ferry, though, an 
estimated 215 passengers were still missing with 87 
confirmed dead as of Monday. The majority of passengers 
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on board were high school students from Ansan, South 
Korea, according to CNN. 

Most of the American news organizations’ coverage 
of the South Korean ferry is similar to that of MH370, 
as it seems more like a game of “Whodunnit?” 

We’re beginning to wonder why media outlets are 
covering the story about the sunken South Korean ferry 
similarly to the way they covered the disappearance of 
flight MH370, a story that has spiraled, and continues to 
spiral, in the direction of controversial theories on who 
was at fault and where the plane is. 

We suppose the real question is — if sensationalism 
sells news, what is the incentive to stop? 

It seems that consumers may be more interested in 
conspiracy theories that revolve around mystery and 
speculation rather than focusing on what the facts of the 
story really are. 

We would like to see media outlets cut back on sen- 
sationalism but unfortunately, that’s the nature of the 
beast. 

We would like to think many people agree with us, 
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especially the friends and family members who have been 
directly affected by these tragedies. 

The most unfortunate thing about the way incidents 
like these are covered is the subsequent impact on the 
victims’ families. 

It’s hard to imagine what it would be like to place 
ourselves in the shoes of the victims’ families, but we 
feel like we can safely assume that reading headline after 
headline of hasty conclusions wouldn’t bring any sense of 
comfort. 

We admit that it may offer a sense of closure to 
place blame on someone or something, but the endless 
conspiracy theories only serve to further perpetuate 
the pain and suffering the families are already having 
to endure. 

Entering day six with less than half the bodies 
recovered from the sunken ferry is something to be 
concerned about, instead of condemning the captain 
and crew. 

It’s time to move on to the facts at hand — There are 
still hundreds of people missing. 
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ROBERT RIZZO’S ATTEMPT 


AT SYMPATHY IS INSINCERE oo

ormer City of Bell Manager 
Robert Rizzo was con- 
victed April 16 of organiz- 
ing the Bell City-scandal, 
a scheme in which Rizzo was illegally 
allocating city funds in order to in- 
crease his pay and other employees 
working for the City of Bell, according 
to the Associated Press. 

Rizzo pleaded no contest to more than 
69 accounts of fraud, misappropriation 
of public funds, falsification of public re- 
cords and tax evasion. He was sentenced 
to 12 years in prison for the laundry list of 
crimes and ordered to pay more than $8.8 
million in restitution. , : 

The acts Rizzo committed were * 
crippling to the city of Bell, as his 
actions cost the city $5.5 million. 

He sent a city, in which more than a 
quarter of its population is living under 
federal poverty standards, to the verge of 
bankruptcy, according to CBS. 

That $5.5 million could have been 
used for public programs that would 
have helped people who desperately 
needed it. The money should have « 
gone to funding schools, parks, law

enforcement and infrastructure. The 
community was robbed of the funds 
needed to run public institutions that 
help create an environment suitable for 
a better economy. 

Instead, the money went to Rizzo 
and his cohorts, such as his chief 
assistant Angela Spaccia, as well as 
members of the Bell ity Council who 
played with city finance récords to 
give themselves huge-pay checks and? 
comfortable benefits packages that 
would cost more than $1 million annu- 
ally, according to an article posted on 
KCPP’s website. 


Spaccia was sentenced to 11 years in 
prison for her contribution to the corrup- 
tion. ; 


Although Rizzo made a public apol- 


ogy and repeatedly said he regretted 
his actions, it does not excuse him 
from such serious crimes. ° 

“If I could go back and make 
changes, I would,” Rizzo said, in an 

~ article in the LoS Angeles Times. “I’ve 

done it a million times in my mind.” 

The apology, though, could not 
repair the severe, financial damage 
already done to the city. 

What might be the most maddening 


thing about this whole scandal is Rizzo’s 
attempts at trying to gain sympathy dur- 
ing the trial for the crimes he committed. 
In an article by the LA Times, Rizzo 
stated that he felt that being a public 
figure led to him being ostracized in the 
news media. a : 

“T can’t go anywhere,” he stated. 

For Rizzo to say that he feels ostra- 
cized is ridiculous and unwarranted in 
light of his actions. 

Rizzo knew his actions were il- 
legal and damaging to the city. He 
brought any “ostracization” or public 
backlash onto himself. If Rizzo 
felt remorse for his irresponsible 
actions, he would have stopped 
this madness years ago and turned 
himself in. 

Rizzo is being insincere in his apol- 
ogy and only seems to care that he got 
caught more than the damage he caused 
to the city of Bell and the thousands of 
lives affected by this event. 

Hopefully, Rizzo’s trial will serve 
as a public warning to the state and will 
lead people to pay closer attention to the 
lack of transparency in government.

I started writing songs on 
my bass guitar. I met Brad, he 
is the kind of guy that looked 
like he played guitar, so I 
asked him if he did, and then 
he joined the band. So it was 
Josh, Brad, and me until about 
winter. 

It was weird and awkward 
because I had-never been in a 


band where I had to tell people 
what to play. Usually someone 
writes a song and we figure it 
out along the way. 


Q. Very technical stuff man! 


DS: Yeah! I never had to do 
that before. Usually it’s more 
organic because we were just 
writing songs and [messing] 


‘around. Eventually they left 


because they weren’t enjoy- 
ing it anymore. They wanted 
to have fun, but I was like 
“Music man! The Music!” 
They figured it wasn’t as fun 
because we were playing to 
nobody. 

I’ve been in bands since 
I was 14 and they have all 
[messed] up. I went to my 
friend Marcus who I had 
been in a band with before. 
I told him I had nine songs 
and needed someone who 
played guitar because I 
couldn’t keep being in bands 
that just explode in my face 
and not have anything to 
show for it. 

Marcus said he could help 
me, but it was only temporary 
because he was going to grad 
school. In the dining hall, I 
met James Goldmann who 
is this total metal head and 
didn’t have anything in com- 
mon with, but I get him now. 
We get each other in a way. So 
he drummed and he joined my 
band. 


Q. So those are the guys cur- 
rently in the band? 


DS: [Before Marcus had 
to leave,] over summer ... we 
decided to play as many shows 
as possible to get our name out 
there so that people at least 
know we are a band. 

We put out an ad on Craig’s 
List, which was the last place 
we thought we would find our 
new guitarist, but that’s how 
we got Ian Horelica. We put 
something like “We’re a weird 
punk band, expect no money.” 
The first couple practices were 
strange because we were get- 
ting used to somebody new. 
Now the whole band together 
though, it feels right. 


Q. Where did the band name 
come from? 


DS: When Brad and Josh 
were in the band we were 
originally called “Culero.” If 


you know Mexican Spanish 
it means coward. Unfortu- 
nately, in Salvadorian Span- 
ish it’s a homophobic slur and 
I didn’t know this because I 
am Mexican. So a Salvador- 
ian friend told me that it was 
weird that I would name my 
band that since I’m so “politi- 
cally correct” and he told me 
what it meant ... and we had 
to change the name. 

Brad just brought up the 
name “Struckout.” I was kind 
of like half shrugging, this is a 
fine name it sounds cool. When 
you’re in high school and 14 
and haven’t written any songs, 
you always want to name your 
band first or have the album 


_ cover. When you are actually 


in a real band, it’s like ‘Oh, we 
have songs I guess we should 
name this.’ 


Q. Who are you guys most 
influenced by? 


DS: There is this metal 
band call Boris and I always 
liked how they played all 
kinds of metal: stoner metal, 
speed metal, punk influ- 
enced metal and shoegaze 
metal. I thought we could 
be the punk band version of 
that, where it’s like, post- 
punk and three-chord punk. 
That’s why our first album is 
a mess. 

Bomb the Music Industry is 
my favorite band, but I knew 
we couldn’t sound like them. 
Their influences are how I 
construct my albums and what 
I talk about. A lot of folk punk 
groups like Paul Baribeau and 
Defiance, Ohio influenced my 
lyrics. 

Sonically though, Ian calls 
it the “3 M’s,” MewithoutYou, 
McLusky, Modest Mouse. 
This is kind of true when I 
think about it. Some of that 
comes through in’ terms of 
what we sound like. I’m not 
trying to be that, but it hap- 
pens. The band is always a 
mulch of everything I like. 


Q. If your band had a spirit 
animal what would it be? 


DS: I’ve always felt an af- 
finity with the Buffalo, but 
I feel like internally I’ve 
always been a cockatoo, be- 
cause I’m freaking out all the 
time. The people that actu- 
ally know me think man that 
guy never shuts up! 


Brokechella supports musicians, artists, independent businesses 


The fourth annual Brokechella creates a unique environment unlike that of its pricey relative, Coachella.

The line trudged forward at a snail’s 
pace, often halting completely for sev- 
eral minutes at a time. 

Outside a hot back lot in the middle 
of Downtown Los Angeles, hundreds of 
twenty-and-thirty-somethings queued 
in order to attend Coachella’s more eco- 
nomical distant cousin, Brokechella. 

Started in 2011, Brokechella has 
strived to be the premier spot to be for 
Southern Californians unable to make 
it to Coachella. 

Upon entrance, attendees were im- 
mediately greeted to the sight of food 
trucks, organized neatly into a line, 


creating a threshold past which the four 
Brokechella stages stood. 

The event functioned as a method of 
exposure for many of its performers, 
who for the most part were unheard of 
by guests. While many attendees didn’t 
go as a fan, they spent their Saturday 
solely for the experience of Brokechella 
itself. 

“No, I don’t know any of [the 
bands],” said Theza Umali, a recent 
University of California, Irvine gradu- 
ate. “My friends told me about [Broke- 
chella], and I thought it sounded cool, 
so I decided to go.” 

The artists playing at the event all 
call Los Angeles home, further rein- 
forcing the idea that Brokechella is 
uniquely a LA-experience. 

Marvel the Gr8, returning artist and 
performer at the event,is from Southern 


California and has been a rapper for 
eight years. 

Between the two years, he said there 
have been a few noticeable differences. 

“Triple the people, triple the food,” 
he said. “It’s huge, and I’m pretty 
stoked.” 

One outside stage, dubbed The cAR- 
Tel, had music blaring, while the other 
three were set up comfortably inside 
three separate warehouses, each with 
varying acoustic levels. 

The Shifty Rhythms stage, located 
in ‘an adjacent warehouse, housed an 
isolated area with half-pipes for BMX 
bicycles riders. A hallway connected 
this room to The Lounge, a more laid- 
back room with photography areas that 
doubled as a beer garden. 

The last stage, Brownies and Lemon- 
ade, stood across a crowded and noisy 


alleyway parallel to the lounge. It was 
by far the loudest stage, as music was 
leaking through its walls. 

In addition to the food trucks and 
stages, a dozen or so vendors con- 
gregated near the center, all eager to 
promote their unique wares. 

Carl Green sought to sell merchan- 
dise from his business, which he op- 
erates with a friend and his brother, 
Love Nail Tree, a store specializing in 
graphic t-shirts with stories imprinted 
on them. 

“We hire different writers to write 
different stories, and it gives them 
[the clothes] character,” Green said. 

The event held strong through the 
night. By the end, patrons wobbled 
back to their cars, a consequence of 
their fatigued legs just as much as the 
excessive amount of beer.

LBSU suffers pair of defeats to UCLA 


The 49ers lose 10-6 
and 8-1 to the second- 
ranked Bruins

In front of a packed crowd, the Long 
Beach State softball team blew its 
chance to make a statement against one 
of the top programs in the country. 

The 49ers (33-13) didn’t play par- 
ticularly poorly in the double-header. 
They played No. 2 UCLA (41-4) fairly 
even throughout both games. They just 
weren’t good enough, however, and 
nothing characterized that more than 
the final inning of game one. 

With the game tied at five in the bot- 
tom of the sixth, 49ers’ catcher Karli 
Sandoval crushed a solo homer to left, 


giving LBSU the lead late, with its ace 
in the circle ready to close it out. Erin 
Jones-Wesley was able to overcome er- 
ratic command with outstanding stuff 
all the way up to the final inning. 

“Obviously, UCLA is a big school 
and when you have a lead going into the 
seventh, all we have to do is get three 
outs and we win,” Sandoval said. 

Jones-Wesley walked the first bat- 
ter in the seventh, hit the next one in 
the lower ankle, and finally loaded the 
bases with her 10th walk. Just one strike 
away from a convincing victory against 
the No. 2 team in the country, Jones- 
Wesley gave up a two-run single to Ally 
Carda, bringing the raucous crowd to a 
complete silence. ; 

“It’s tough,” Sandoval said. 

“[Jones-Wesley] struggled with her 
control,” head coach Kim Sowder said. 
“She’s throwing a lot of pitches right 
now. I’m glad we'll have a four day 
break for her rest.” 

The Bruins would add on three more 


runs, turning a thriller into a 10-6 
laugher. Sowder said she considered 
pulling Jones-Wesley before the seventh 
inning but opted against it. 

“She was having some shutdown in- 
nings and we decided to let her finish 
the game,” Sowder said. 

The 49ers didn’t fare much better in 
the second game. Every LBSU home 
run was answered by a UCLA home 
run. Every outstanding defensive play 
by a 49er was answered by a terrific 
Bruin defensive play. 

Starter Amanda Hansen, often 
overlooked because of Jones-Wesley, 
was terrific for the first three innings 
before coming undone in the fourth 
and fifth innings, respectively. UCLA 
started timing her pitches better, and 
left fielder Gabrielle Maurice eventu- 
ally connected on a three run homer. 
With an 8-1 victory, the Bruins ex- 
tended two winning streaks: their 
overall season winning streak to eight 
and their winning streak over the

49ers to seven. 

“Tt’s a hard one to swallow, but that’s 
the name of the game,” Sowder said. 
“We're gonna bounce right back, and it’s 
gonna make us better, make us hungrier 
for next week. We want to have success.” 


The 49ers will return to conference 
play this weekend with a three game 
series at Cal State Northridge starting 
with a double-header Saturday at noon. 
LBSU remains in first place in the Big 
West with a 10-2 record.
